Dear  Friends, 

As  I  reflect  over  fiscal  year  2011  one  word  comes  to  mind;  adaptability.  As  this  last  fiscal 
year  unfolded  the  economic  climate  proved  to  be  a  challenge  to  many  arts  organizations.  As 
a  state  arts  agency  we  worked  over  the  year  to  adapt  and  adjust  our  goals  in  order  to  meet  the 
demand  of  our  constituents. 

In  fiscal  year  2011  MAC  awarded  583  strategic  grants  totaling  over  $6.6  million.  These 
funds  went  to  120  communities  to  support  arts  programs.  MAC  maintained  support  levels 
very  close  to  fiscal  year  2010,  which  helped  to  sustain  creative  organizations  around  Missouri. 
The  financial  support  we  were  able  to  distribute  will  work  to  grow  and  sustain  Missouri's 
economy  through  many  different  arts  avenues. 

In  the  field  of  Arts  Education  MAC  was  very  excited  to  be  selected  as  one  of  five  states  to 
participate  in  the  Education  Leaders  Institute  (ELI),  a  program  of  the  NEA.  ELI  supports  the 
design  of  K-12  education  with  arts  at  the  core  through  pioneering  thinking  and  intensive 
dialogue.  The  project  enabled  states  to  share  their  challenges  and  receive  feedback  and 
insight  from  one  another,  while  drawing  on  experts  from  fields  beyond  arts  education; 
essentially  working  to  strengthen  arts  education  for  all  children.  The  information  gathered 
from  this  opportunity  will  provide  us  more  resources  to  keep  arts  education  a  part  of 
Missouri  schools'  curriculum. 

We  also  took  an  opportunity  to  grow  some  internal  programs  in  order  to  become  a  better 
resource  for  our  constituents.  MAC  added  21  performers  to  the  Missouri  Touring  Performers 
directory,  produced  a  webinar  to  train  communities  on  how  to  develop  an  artist  relocation 
project  and  we  continue  to  refine  our  online  grant  system  for  clarity  and  ease  of  use.  All  of 
these  accomplishments  and  more  are  aimed  at  bringing  the  best  service  and  attention  to  the 
arts  in  Missouri. 

As  we  enter  another  fiscal  year  that  has  a  continued  air  of  instability,  I  once  again  think 
of  the  word  adapt  and  know  that  in  order  to  keep  moving  forward  that  is  what  MAC  must 
continue  to  do.  To  remain  a  leader  in  the  arts  we  will  work  to  meet  the  challenges  facing  us 
and  remain  focused  on  supporting  arts  programming  in  our  state. 

It  is  with  the  help  of  Governor  Nixon,  the  Legislature,  our  dedicated  council  members 
and  Council  Chair  Nola  Ruth,  MAC  staff,  Missouri  Citizens  for  the  Arts,  and  the  residents  of 
Missouri  that  MAC  continues  to  bring  the  arts  to  all  of  Missouri,  the  State  of  the  Arts!

Missouri  Arts  Council  Overview 


Missouri  Arts  Council,  a  state  agency,  provides 
over  $6.6  million  to  nonprofit  organizations 
through  grants  that  encourage  and  stimulate 
the  growth,  development,  and  appreciation  of 
the  arts  in  Missouri.  MAC  provides  funding  to 
make  quality  arts  programming  possible  to  both 
large  and  small  communities.  Also,  MAC  staff  are 
available  to  provide  assistance  in  arts  and  nonprofit 
management.  Their  expertise  includes  community 
development,  fundraising,  marketing,  grantwriting, 
arts  education,  artistic  disciplines  (visual  arts, 
music,  literature,  theater,  dance,  festivals,  and 
film/media)  and  more. 

Missouri  Cultural  Trust 

The  state  legislature  created  the  Missouri  Cultural 
Trust  in  1993  to  help  stabilize  funding  for  the 
arts  in  Missouri.  Subject  to  appropriation,  the 
Trust  would  be  funded  by  60%  of  the  income 
tax  on  non-resident  professional  athletes  and 
entertainers  (A&E  tax).  The  Trust  is  governed 
by  the  members  of  the  Missouri  Arts  Council 
and  five  elected  officials:  two  members  of  the 
Missouri  House  of  Representatives,  two  members 
of  the  Missouri  Senate,  and  the  State  Treasurer. 

The  Trust  was  originally  established  to  grow 
untouched  until  2015  at  the  earliest.  Unfortunately, 
difficult  economic  times  changed  plans  for  the 
Trust  fund.  In  FY2004,  the  Missouri  General 
Assembly  granted  MAC  spending  authority  for  the 
Missouri  Cultural  Trust  instead  of  appropriating 
General  Revenue  funds  to  MAC.  The  Cultural  Trust 
supported  MAC's  operations  and  grant  programs. 
This  resulted  in  changes  to  the  Trust's  grant 
programs— closing  the  Capital  Incentive  Program 
to  new  applicants  in  FY2002  and  dissolving  the 
Organizational  Development  Program.

Strategic  Plan  Achievements 


MAC  has  identified  three  strategic  goals,  which  will 
create  public  value  by  making  positive  differences  in 
the  lives  of  Missouri's  citizens  through  the  arts: 

(1)  Increase  Participation  in  the  Arts  in  Missouri 

(2)  Grow  Missouri's  Economy  using  the  Arts 

(3)  Strengthen  Missouri's  Education  through 
the  Arts 

This  Strategic  Plan  was  approved  by  the  Council 
in  February  2010  and  served  as  the  basis  for  the 
2011  fiscal  year.  The  plan  was  designed  to  focus 
mac's  vision,  programs,  and  operations.  MAC 
developed  an  Action  Plan,  which  identified  the 
tasks,  timelines,  and  personnel  responsible  to 
ensure  that  our  strategic  goals  are  achieved. 

In  2011  MAC  achieved  the  following  goals:

♦  583  Strategic  grants  totaling  over  $6. 6m  awarded 
to  120  communities  to  fund  arts  programs. 

♦  Funding  provided  to  100%  of  Missouri  Senate 
districts  and  75%  of  House  districts. 

♦  Continued  to  refine  online  grant 
system  with  1,155  online  profiles. 

♦  Continued  to  streamline  grant 
applications  and  guidelines  for  clarity.

MAC  provides  funding  for  quality  arts 
programming  to  eligible  applicants  which 
include,  but  are  not  limited  to:  arts  or  arts 
education  organizations;  chambers  of  commerce; 
public  libraries;  government  agencies;  youth 
organizations;  public  school  districts;  private  K-12 
schools;  community  arts  organizations;  social 
service  organizations;  colleges  and  universities;  and 
religious  organizations.  MAC  funds  maybe  used 
for  artist  fees,  artist  travel  expenses,  marketing  the 
arts  event,  project  related  educational  materials, 
and  more.  For  MAC  granting  purposes,  a  project  is 
a  specific,  identifiable  program  that  has  a  distinct 
focus,  format,  and  objective.  A  project  can  include 
the  following: 

♦  Performance  of  dance,  music,  and/or 
theater  (single  performance  or  series) 

♦  Fducational  programs  in  the  arts 

♦  Artist  residencies 

♦  Literary  journal  publication 

♦  Arts  festival  or  arts  component 
at  festival  or  county  fair 

♦  Exhibition  or  exhibition  series 

♦  Film  festival,  film  series,  or  production 
of  film,  video,  or  media  arts  project 

♦  Services  to  the  arts  field 

Annual  Grants 

mac's  Annual  Grant  categories  include  those  grant 
applications  that  are  reviewed  annually,  biennially, 
or  triennially.  However,  the  grant  award  amount 
is  determined  annually,  based  on  the  annual, 
biennial,  or  triennial  review.  Annual  Grants  have 
certain  minimum  and  maximum  request  amounts 
depending  on  the  program  category.  Annual  Grant 
categories  include  the  following:

Arts  Education  Program 

Missouri  Arts  Council's  Arts  Education  program  is 
designed  to  strengthen  the  place  of  the  arts  as  a  core 
academic  subject  in  the  regular  school  curriculum, 
and  to  promote  integrating  the  arts  into  non-arts 
classrooms  and  in  out-of-school  programs.  MAC 
supports  professional  development  workshops 
for  K-12  teachers  and  teaching  artists  and  assists 
organizations  in  the  development  of  their  arts 
education  programs  to  ensure  that  these  programs 
support  student  achievement.  Annually  reviewed 
Arts  Education  grant  categories  include: 

♦  Artist  in  Residence 

♦  Out  of  School 

♦  Professional  Development 

Arts  Services 

MAC  provides  financial  assistance  to  organizations 
whose  primary  mission  is  delivery  of  arts  programs 
and/or  services  to  arts  organizations  statewide. 
MAC  occasionally  initiates  projects  that  address 
special  needs  and  provides  grants  to  organizations 
best  suited  to  execute  such  projects.  Arts  Services 
grants  are  reviewed  annually. 

Community  Arts  Program 

The  goal  of  the  Community  Arts  Program  (CAP) 
is  to  strengthen  the  connection  between  non- 
metropolitan  communities  and  the  arts.  Each 
community  (outside  the  city  limits  of  Kansas 
City  and  St.  Louis)  may  designate  an  organization 
to  receive  funding  that  provides  multidiscipline 
services  in  their  area.  Annual  Grants  are  available 
for  projects  and  operating  support.  CAP  Project 
Support  grants  are  reviewed  biennially,  and  CAP 
Operating  Support  grants  are  reviewed  triennially. 

Discipline  Program  Assistance 

mac's  largest  grant  program,  Discipline  Program 
Assistance  provides  funds  for  projects  in  eight  areas: 
dance,  electronic  media  arts,  festivals,  literature, 
multidiscipline,  music,  theater,  and  visual  arts. 
Alternating  categories  are  reviewed  biennially.

Established  Institutions  Program 

This  program  provides  operational  support  for 
the  state's  largest  and  most  stable  organizations. 
They  must  have  a  primary  purpose  to  present 
or  produce  art,  a  history  of  operating  revenues 
exceeding  $2  million  (certain  restrictions  apply), 
full-time  professional  personnel,  a  full  season 
of  exhibitions  and/or  performances,  appropriate 
community  involvement  including  arts  education 
and  outreach  programs,  and  significant  local, 
regional  or  national  impact.  Established 
Institutions  grants  are  reviewed  triennially. 

Mid- Sized  Arts  Organizations 

Like  the  Established  Institutions  Program, 
this  program  provides  operational  support. 
Organizations  must  have  a  primary  purpose  to 
present  or  produce  art,  a  history  of  operating 
revenues  between  $500,000  and  $2  million, 
ranked  in  the  top  third  of  their  Discipline 
Program  Assistance  grant  panel  for  the  prior  three 
consecutive  review  years,  full-time  professional 
management  personnel,  and  appropriate 
community  involvement  including  arts  education 
and  outreach  programs,  and  significant  local, 
regional  or  national  impact.  Mid-sized  Arts 
Organization  grants  are  reviewed  triennially. 

Minority  Arts  Program 

This  program  supports  arts  projects  created  by  or 
targeted  to  people  of  diverse  cultures.  Eunding 
priority  is  given  to  minority-managed  organizations 
with  minority-developed  arts  focused  projects.  Eor 
the  purpose  of  this  grant  program,  minorities  are 
identified  as  African  American,  Asian  American, 
Latino/Hispanic,  and  Native  American.  Minority 
Arts  Program  grants  are  reviewed  biennially. 

Missouri  Folk  Arts  Program 

This  grant  program  accepts  applications  for  projects 
that  perpetuate  and  present  the  traditional  arts  and 
artists,  preferably  those  associated  with  the  state 
of  Missouri.  Eor  the  purposes  of  this  grant  category, 
folk  arts  are  defined  as  the  living,  functional,  and 
expressive  arts  of  everyday  people  passed  down

informally  by  word  of  mouth  or  imitation  within 
close-knit  groups.  The  grants  support  Missouri 
Folk  Arts  Program's  mission  to  build  cross-cultural 
understanding  by  documenting,  conserving,  and 
presenting  our  state's  living  folk  arts  and  folk  life 
in  collaboration  with  Missouri's  residents.  Missouri 
Folk  Arts  Program  grants  are  reviewed  annually. 

Monthly  Strategic 
Grant  Program 

This  monthly  deadline  program  was  created  to 
encourage  small  and  emerging  arts  organizations 
and  organizations  based  in  rural  communities  to 
seek  financial  assistance  for  arts  activities  through 
a  less  complicated  application  process.  Prior  to  its 
creation,  applications  for  MAC  grants  were  only 
accepted  on  an  annual  basis  through  a  competitive 
process.  Monthly  Strategic  Grant  Programs  have 
limited  maximum  request  amounts  depending  on 
the  program,  and  include  the  following: 

Arts  Education  Program 

mac's  Arts  Education  program  is  designed  to 
strengthen  the  place  of  the  arts  as  a  core  academic 
subject  in  the  regular  school  curriculum,  and 
to  promote  integrating  the  arts  into  non-arts 
classrooms  and  in  out-of-school  programs.  In 
addition  to  the  annual  deadline  arts  education 
grants,  MAC  also  provides  support  for  the  following 
arts  education  programs  through  a  monthly 
deadline: 

♦  Artist  in  Residence 

♦  Out  of  School 

♦  Professional  Development 

♦  School  Touring  Program 

The  school  touring  program  funds  60%  of  artistic 
fees  for  schools  to  present  performing  artist(s) 
with  related  educational  activities.  Performing 
artists  must  be  selected  from  MAC's  School 
Touring  Roster  or  programs  of  Missouri  artists 
on  the  rosters  of  Kansas  City  and  St.  Louis 
chapters  of  Young  Audiences. 
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Capacity  Building  Program 

This  program  is  designed  to  help  nonprofit 
organizations  whose  primary  purpose  is  to  present, 
produce,  or  serve  the  arts  in  Missouri  to  develop 
defined  administrative,  artistic  and  technical  skills. 
MAC  provides  support  for  both  organizational 
development  and  artistic  and  project  development. 

DREAM  Initiative 

The  DREAM  (Downtown  Revitalization  and 
Economic  Assistance  for  Missouri)  Initiative  was 
unveiled  by  the  Missouri  Department  of  Economic 
Development  in  2006  to  provide  Missouri's  small 
and  mid-sized  towns  the  same  access  to  economic 
development  tools  as  larger  communities.  Selected 
communities  become  active  members  of  DREAM 
for  three  years  and  gain  prioritized  access  to  state 
supported  programs  through  ongoing  cooperation 
among  several  unique  agencies  and  funding 
sources.  Programs  include  technical  and  financial 
assistance  for  infrastructure  improvements,  historic 
preservation,  affordable  housing,  community 
services,  business  development,  and  job  creation. 
MAC  provides  targeted  funds  for  new  arts  programs 
in  downtown  areas  of  DREAM  communities. 

Minority  Arts  Program 

This  program  supports  arts  projects  created  by  or 
targeted  to  people  of  diverse  cultures.  Funding 
priority  is  given  to  minority-managed  organizations 
with  minority-developed  arts  focused  projects.  For 
the  purpose  of  this  grant  program,  minorities  are 
identified  as  African  American,  Asian  American, 
Latino/Hispanic,  and  Native  American.  In  addition 
to  the  annual  deadline  Minority  Arts  Program 
grants,  MAC  also  provides  Minority  Arts  Program 
grants  with  a  maximum  request  of  $3,000  on  a 
monthly  deadline  basis. 

Missouri  Touring  Program 

Missouri  Touring  Program  brings  a  variety  of 
Missouri  dancers,  musicians,  theater  performers, 
storytellers,  traditional  and  contemporary,  to 
communities  throughout  the  state.  The  program 
also  increases  performance  opportunities

communities  are  accepted  monthly,  up  to  twice 
per  year,  to  support  60%  of  the  artist  fee,  with 
a  maximum  of  $5,000.

Special  Programs 

MAC AA  Community  Programs 

MAC  initiated  a  new  program  in  F Y07  in 
collaboration  with  the  Missouri  Association  of 
Community  Arts  Agencies  called  Community 
Programs.  The  purpose  of  this  program  is  to 
provide  funding  to  nonprofit  organizations 
in  communities  that  have  little  to  no  arts 
programming.  The  intention  is  to  develop  these 
community  organizations  with  technical  support 
from  MACAA  so  they  will  be  prepared  to  seek 
future  funding  from  MAC  grant  programs. 
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Advisory  Panels 

Each  year  MAC  board  appoints  Missouri  and  non- 
Missouri  residents  and  regional  representatives 
to  serve  as  volunteer  panelists  to  review  grant 
applications.  Selected  panelists  are  either 
knowledgeable  in  a  particular  art  form  or  they 
are  arts  enthusiasts  who  serve  as  community 
representatives  on  the  panel.  In  the  spring, 
panelists  spend  many  hours  evaluating  the 
grant  applications  according  to  the  criteria  of 
artistic  quality,  community  involvement,  and 
management  ability.  They  also  assist  MAC  policy 
and  program  development.  MAC  is  grateful  to  the 
dedicated  panelists  for  volunteering  their  time 
and  expertise.  To  increase  panel  participation, 
MAC  conducts  the  panel  review  meetings  by 
conference  call.  A  MAC  board  member  serves 
as  chair  to  ensure  that  the  review  process  is  fair 
and  equitable  and  follows  MAC's  policies.

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Poetry  Out  Loud 

The  Poetry  Out  Loud  program  encourages  the 
nation's  youth  to  learn  about  great  poetry  through 
memorization  and  performance.  Participation 
helps  build  students'  speaking  skills,  develops 
their  appreciation  for  poetry,  increases  their  self- 
confidence,  and  satisfies  both  Missouri  Show-Me 
Standards  and  National  Council  of  Teachers  of 
English  (NCTE)  English  Language  Arts  standards. 

Since  its  inaugural  year  in  Missouri,  Poetry  Out 
Loud  has  gained  popularity  throughout  the  state. 
Participation  was  large  this  year  with  75  schools 
signing  up.  It  was  with  great  pride  the  state  of 
Missouri  sent  Terry  Watkins,  Jr.,  from  Crossroads 
College  Preparatory  School  to  Washington  D.C.  to 
compete  in  the  national  competition  in  2011.  Mr. 
Watkins  received  a  medal,  school  trophy,  and  an 
all-expense  paid  trip  to  Washington  D.C.  for  the 
national  finals. 

For  the  2011  Poetry  Out  Loud  competition 
Missouri  received  a  $3,350.00  Poetry  Out  Loud 
Travel  Grant  from  the  NE A  .  The  grant  supported  the 
Missouri  State  Poetry  Out  Loud  Competition  held  at 
the  Etta  &  Joseph  Miller  Performing  Arts  Center  in 
Jefferson  City,  MO  on  March  23,  2011.  The  ten  regional 
champions  and  their  chaperones  traveled  to  the  state 
capital  in  Jefferson  City  the  evening  of  March  22, 
spent  the  night  in  a  hotel,  had  dinner,  and  breakfast 
the  morning  of  the  competition.  Each  regional 
champion  was  given  a  stipend  for  mileage  to  travel 
to  and  from  Jefferson  City  from  their  hometown.  The 
regional  champions  and  their  chaperones  traveled  a 
total  of  2,793  miles. 

This  additional  advantage  gave  the  competitors 
time  to  relax  without  having  the  stress  of  getting  up 
early  the  morning  of  the  competition  and  driving  to 
the  event.  The  ability  to  arrive  the  evening  before, 
have  dinner,  and  stay  within  walking  distance  of  the 
venue,  enhanced  the  total  experience. 

The  national  finals  award  $50,000  in  scholarships 
and  school  stipends.  The  state  champion's  school 
keeps  the  traveling  trophy  until  next  year's 
competition  and  receives  $500  for  the  purchase  of 
poetry  books  for  their  school  library.  Similarly,  the 
second  place  school  receives  $200  to  purchase  poetry 
books  for  their  school  library.  All  of  the  finalists 
receive  award  certificates.

The  schedule  and  curriculum  for  Poetry  Out 
Loud  have  been  intentionally  designed  to  fit  into  a 
teacher's  busy  schedule  without  much  disruption. 
The  program  takes  place  over  two  to  three  weeks, 
according  to  the  teacher's  interest  and  schedule, 
and  does  not  require  full  class  periods  during  that 
time.  Teachers  or  speech  coaches  may  choose  to  run 
the  contest  as  an  after-school  program.  Standards- 
based  curriculum  materials  are  provided  to 
participating  schools  and  additional  resources  are 
available  on  the  Poetry  Out  Loud  web  site.  _

Julie  Bloodworth  marched  into  the  world  of 
education  with  a  B  A.  in  Speech  Theater  and  a 
Masters  in  English  from  Missouri  State  University. 
One  classroom  at  a  time,  Ms.  Bloodworth's 
message  was  clear;  art  is  a  necessity  and  is 
the  mortar  that  holds  together  businesses, 
communities,  and  lives.

Missouri  Arts  Council  honors  Jazz  St.  Louis  for  its 
significant  contributions  to  the  arts  in  Missouri. 

The  framework  for  Jazz  St.  Louis  was  established 
in  the  1990s  when  the  late  Barbara  Rose  began  a 
program  at  the  Hotel  Majestic  in  downtown  St. 
Louis.  The  program,  called  "Just  Jazz,"  presented 
jazz  musicians  of  national  and  international  fame 
in  a  small,  intimate  atmosphere.  In  1995,  "Just  Jazz" 
moved  to  the  Grand  Center  Arts  district.  The  new 
music  series  was  called  Jazz  at  the  Bistro. 

In  January  of  2006,  the  organization  changed  its 
name  to  Jazz  St.  Louis  to  better  reflect  the  work  it 
does  through  its  education  and  outreach  programs, 
with  the  name  Jazz  at  the  Bistro  now  being  used  to 
refer  to  its  nationally  acclaimed  performance  series 
held  at  the  Bistro  at  Grand  Center.  In  February  of 
2007,  Jazz  at  the  Bistro  was  named  by  famed  jazz 
trumpeter  Wynton  Marsalis  and  USA  Today  as  one 
of  the  top  10  places  to  hear  live  jazz  in  the  United 
States.  CNN  touted  Jazz  at  the  Bistro  as  "one  of  nine 
great  jazz  joints"  in  November  2008. 

Currently,  Jazz  St.  Louis  presents  more  than 
400  concerts  and  events  per  year,  which  include 
performances  at  the  Bistro,  in-school  performances, 
and  community  outreach  concerts.  The  Bistro  has 
become  a  gathering  place  for  a  distinctly  diverse 
community  that  is  mirrored  in  the  diversity  of  the 
musicians  who  fill  the  air  with  creativity  and  talent.

Over  the  past  15  years  Chesterfield  has  been 
developing  creative  ways  to  make  the  arts  a 
prominent  feature  of  the  community  and  an  asset 
to  the  region  and  the  state. 

The  City  of  Chesterfield  has  seen  a  boom  in 
the  number  of  artists,  organizations  and  venues 
featuring  the  arts. 

In  2008,  the  city  engaged  the  community  in  the 
dialogue  for  creating  a  Public  Art  Master  Plan  that 
would  integrate  works  of  art  and  special  projects 
throughout  the  city.  The  plan  was  adopted  in 
October  2009  which  coincided  with  the  unveiling 
of  the  monumental  sculpture  by  artist  Seward 
Johnson,  The  Awakening. 

In  spring  2011,  Chesterfield  debuted  a  new 
community  mural  and  a  2,000  seat  outdoor 
amphitheater.

As  a  full  time  artist,  Ms 
Becker  has  exhibits  at  several  local  galleries  as  well  as 
participating  in  various  art  organizations.

Teresa  Dirks,  a  Kansas  City  based  artist, 
uses  color  to  evoke  energy  and  fate  in  her  mixed 
media  works.  Born  in  Kennett,  MO,  Ms.  Dirks  spent 
many  years  living  in  a  rural  Southeast  Missouri 
setting;  but  recently,  sold  her  farm  and  moved  six 
hours  northwest. 

For  over  20  years,  Ms.  Dirks  has  been  creating 
work  that  transfers  energy  and  explores  color 
through  the  use  of  graphite,  fibers,  and  acrylic. 
Her  work  questions  fate,  choices,  and  differences 
in  humanity  while  using  the  visual  elements 
and  principles  of  color,  line,  texture,  movement, 
and  pattern. 

"From  the  environment,  I  devise  visual  qualities 
and  inspiration  from  the  physical  objects  around 
me,  whether  they  are  from  the  natural  world  or 
the  industrial  world,  and  create  tension  within  the 
color  palette,"  stated  Dirks.
